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Specification 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

The following is a quotation of 37 CFR 1.71(a)-(c): 

(a) The specification must include a written description of the invention or discovery and of the manner 
and process of making and using the same, and is required to be in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to 
enable any person skilled in the art or science to which the invention or discovery appertains, or with which it is 
most nearly connected, to make and use the same. 

(b) The specification must set forth the precise invention for which a patent is solicited, in such manner as 
to distinguish it from other inventions and from what is old. It must describe completely a specific embodiment 
of the process, machine, manufacture, composition of matter or improvement invented, and must explain the 
mode of operation or principle whenever applicable.

2. The specification is objected to under 37 CFR 1.71, as failing to provide an adequate 
written description of the invention and failing to adequately teach how to make and/or use the 
invention, i.e. failing to provide an enabling disclosure because the application fails to 
sufficiently describe the protective laptop-briefcase with springs contains in the interior plates 
which form a mesh with embedded springs as shown by the drawings and the claims. 



3. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 USC 1 12, first paragraph, for the reasons set forth in the 
objection to the specification.

(i) DETAILED DESCRIPTION OF THE INVENTION. 

(j) CLAIM OR CLAIMS (commencing on a separate sheet). 

(k) ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE (commencing on a separate sheet).

A brief summary or 
general statement of the invention as set forth in 37 CFR 1.73. The summary is 
separate and distinct from the abstract and is directed toward the invention rather 
than the disclosure as a whole. The summary may point out the advantages of the 
invention or how it solves problems previously existent in the prior art (and 
preferably indicated in the Background of the Invention). In chemical cases it 
should point out in general terms the utility of the invention. If possible, the 
nature and gist of the invention or the inventive concept should be set forth. 
Objects of the invention should be treated briefly and only to the extent that they 
contribute to an understanding of the invention. 

(h) Brief Description of the Several Views of the Drawing(s) : See MPEP § 608.01(f). 
A reference to and brief description of the drawing(s) as set forth in 37 CFR 1.74. 

(i) Detailed Description of the Invention : See MPEP § 608.01(g). A description of 
the preferred embodiment(s) of the invention as required in 37 CFR 1.71. The 
description should be as short and specific as is necessary to describe the 
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invention adequately and accurately. Where elements or groups of elements, 
compounds, and processes, which are conventional and generally widely known 
in the field of the invention described and their exact nature or type is not 
necessary for an understanding and use of the invention by a person skilled in the 
art, they should not be described in detail However, where particularly 
complicated subject matter is involved or where the elements, compounds, or 
processes may not be commonly or widely known in the field, the specification 
should refer to another patent or readily available publication which adequately 
describes the subject matter. 

(j) Claim or Claims : See 37 CFR 1.75 and MPEP § 608.01(m). The claim or claims 
must commence on separate sheet or electronic page (37 CFR 1.52(b)(3)). Where 
a claim sets forth a plurality of elements or steps, each element or step of the 
claim should be separated by a line indentation. There may be plural indentations 
to further segregate subcombinations or related steps. See 37 CFR 1.75 and

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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7. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. The claims are replete with indefinite language too numerous to mention 
specifically, and should be revised carefully. For example only, the phrases "the bag." (two 
places) in claim 1, "sides." and "bag." in claim 2, and "laptop." and "changed." In claim 4 are 
incomplete and indefinite. The phrases "according to requirement" in claims 2-4 and "according 
to the above requirements" in claim 5 are vague, confusion and indefinite because they have no 
clear meaning and because what is the requirement? There is no such requirement. The phrase 
"(spaces)" should be deleted. The applicant is required to make corrections to the claims 
wherever appropriate in order to clarify same. If applicant continues to prosecute the 
application, revision of the specification and claims to present the application in proper form is 
required. While an application can be amended to make it clearly understandable, no subject 
matter can be added that was not disclosed in the application as originally filed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

9. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Enzu (5,676,509). 
Enzu discloses a case (21) having springs (Figures 6 and 1 1-14) for protecting articles (3). The 

o 

case of Enzu is inherently capable of holding a laptop. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

10. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

11. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hollingsworth 
et al. (6,131,734; hereinafter Hollingsworth'734) in view of Enzu (5,676,509). To the extent that 
the Examiner can determine the scope of the claims, Hollingsworth'734 discloses a protective 
laptop-briefcase (10) comprising a case/bag with an impact resistant cushion insert/plate (16) 
disposed within an interior space for protecting a laptop. Hollingsworth'734 also discloses the 
other claimed limitations except for the insert comprises a mesh with embedded springs. Enzu 
teaches in the embodiments of Figures 1 1-14, an insert (1) having springs within the bag (11, 
111). Enzu further teaches in the embodiment of Figures 16-17 that the insert (1, 16) comprising 
a bag (11,111) having a plurality of air vents which is considered equivalent to a mesh as 
claimed. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art in view of Enzu to 
modify the insert of Hollingsworth734 so the insert comprises a mesh with embedded springs 
for better protecting the laptop.
